One of the most important captures 


and one that reflects sreat credit on 
the Newark police force 
was made 


about 1 o'clock Monday afternoon by 
Officers Pat Carroll aad William How- 
ard at the Hotel Ludlow. when they 
arrested a young machinist 
named 


George .Kramer, whose home is in 
Zanesville. but is well known in New- 
ark. 


Krair.er is charged 
with stealing 


£518 worth of diamonds from 
the 


Haynes Brothers jewelry store. 


The arrest was the result of a clev- 


erly laid trap by Chief of Police Sher- 
iden who detailed Officers Robert Zer- 
Siebel and Pat Carroll to aid in work- 
ing it out. For two* weeks Kramer 
has been under snr-picibn, and th°re 
v:as not a moment in the day that the 
Hayues store has not been watched by 
either the Chief or Carroll or Zer- 
piebel. Kramer has .been in Newark 
for that 'time but left the city for Co- 
lumbus last Friday, returning at 12 
o'clock Monday. 


Kramer was well accuainled with 


both William and^ James Haynes and 
for years has had free access to their 
store. He would sit for hours chat- 
ting with them in the workshop back 
of the store rdom, and was considered 
a good fellow -by them. Since he oas 
been suspttioned a trap was set., into 
which he fell. 


Several trays of diamonds were dis- 


played conspicuously in a showcase in 
the rear of the store. Kramer was 
eiven all the chance in the world to 
get in his work, and finally -as cnc of 
the clerks stepped out to pull up the 
awning, according to pre-arranged sig- 
nal, Kramer was seen to reach in the 
show case and take out some rings. 
Mr. Will Haynes immediately notified 
the police, while Mr. James Haynes 
jnade an inventory of the tray. He 
found that five rings, valued at $518, 
had been stolen. Officer Zergibel was 
at dinner so Officer Howard went with 
Carroll to Kramer's room in the Lud- 
low. Here he was lold to disgorgs the 
stuff that he had stolen. At first he 
pretended, to know nothing about it, 
but Carroll became insistent and he 
threw back" the bed clothes and on tne 
mattress lay, five lings, which proved 
according to the record kept by Mr. 
Haynes to be the very ones stolen 
from the store. He was then hustled 
to the city prison. Chief

vent back to the hotel and searched 
the rooms, when five other lings of 
less value than those stolen at noon 
were found in Kramer's grip. 


Haynes Brothers say that they have

painless. Since he ceased to be for 
eign minister on the retirement of his 
father, in 189.0, Prince Herbert Bis 
marck had taken part In public affairs 
only as a member of the reichstag 
His attitude had been that of a mat 
not appreciated by his sovereign, ant 
who was waiting in the background 
for an opportunity to resume his ca 
reer. His delivery as a parliamentary 
speaker improved year by year. He 
always declined to join any political 
group, steadfastly calling himself an 
independent. 
His haughty and im- 


perious manners in early life, when he 
was ever conscious of the fact that be 
was the son of the most powerful 
statesman in Europe, softened in later 
life.

STILL CLIMBING 


Commission Thinks It Sees Another 


Chance to Boost Appropriation 


$100,000,000. 


Washington, Sept. 19—Since the re- 


turn of the members of the Panama 
canal commission to Washington -lift- 
er their recent visit to the isthmus, it 
has leaked out that they are now con- 
sidering a most radical change in the 
plans- for the great watetvaray, which, 
if carried out, will increase thi cost 
of construction 
by something like 


§100.000,000. It is said that the mem- 
bers, after carefully going over the 
route of die canal with the surveyors, 
came to a tentative conclusion tnat, 
notwithstanding all previous decisions, 
it was possible to build a seaievel 
waterway instead of carrying it over 
elevations by means of locks. 


The members of the commission did 


not finally decide to recommend this 
radical change of plan to congress, but 
they ordered that a new and most, 
careful survey of tli& route and the 
obstacles to be overcome be made 
Avith a view to ^proving conclusively 
the feasibility of "a sea-level canal. If 
this survey turns out as the members 
of the commission expect it will, the 
adoption of the sea-level scheme will 
be recommended to congress and an 
additional 
appropriation 
of 
about 


$100.000,000 to complete the work will 
be asked. This wiH make the total 
cost for the undertaking of ?550,''iOO, 
(WO, supposing that it turns out that 
th*1 estimates are correct, which is 
seldom the case in great enterprises 
of this kind.

. In consequence of the fact that flags 
of truce are ignored, numbers of Jap- 
anese dead who have been lying on 
the slopes of the hills of the northeast 
defenses for weeks past are still un- 
buried, and the stench in Port Arthur 
from decomposing bodies, when the 
wind is in the right direction, is al- 
most unendurable. The Russian sol- 
diers, who are in some cases posted 
only 50 paces from heaps of decaying 
dead, have constantly to wear over 
their noses handkerchiefs soaked in 
camphor, as otherwise they would be 
unable to remain at thrir posts. 


In the course of the assaults which 


took place in the last four days of 
August^ two companies of Japanese 
soldiers, according to Prince Radzivil, 
found themselves at the mercy of the 
Russians and hoisted a white flag. 
To this, howc'. er, the Russians paid 
no attention, and continued to volley 
rapidly into the helpless ranks of tho 
enemy. In the meantime Japanese 
troops in the rear of the companies 
that had raised the white flag saw 
what their comrades had done and 
expressed 
their ' disapproval of the. 


surrender by firing into their rear.

Assault en Port Arthur Imminent. 
Chefoo. Sept 14—Local students of 


the military situation at Port Arthur, 
basing their deductions upon recent 
developments, are of the opinion that. 
another grand assault is either occur- 
ring at the present time or is immi- 
nent. This opinion is based upon the 
very heavy bombardment of the Rus- 
sian stronghold that occurred on Sent. 
16, for such a bombardment forms the 
usual prelude to an "assault; on the 
arrival here of important messengers 
from Port Arthur, at a time when the 
running of the blockade is extrt-inalv 
perilous; on a recent authcrit."t.r. o 
statement that the Japanese sic-,.1 
works are completed, and on reports 
from Japanese sources that at Port 
Dalny an assault was expected to take 
place in a few days. These reports 
vere received last week. In addition 
to the foregoing there is the common 
knowledge that, the Japanese realize 
that their 
continued inactivity in- 


creases the resisting power of the Rus- 
sian garrison, and their consequent 
desire to make such period of inactiv- 
ity as brief as possible. 


Japanese Captures. 


Tokyo, Sept. 19.—Marquis 
Oyama, 


commander-in-chief of the Japanese 
forces in the field, telegraphs that 
General Oku had reported having cap- 
tured 13 prisoners at the battle of 
Liao Yang. He also gave a detailed 
list of the Russian stores which Gen- 
eral Oku captured, as follows: Thirty

Generals Kuroki and Nodzu made no 
prisoners in the fighting before Liao 
Yang. General Kuroki captured 40 
horses, 300 rounds of artillery and 
600,000 rounds of rifle ammunition, 
telegraph apparatus and various mis- 
cellaneous implements. General Nod- 
zu captured -190 rifles, 1.1C1 rounds of 
artille'ry and 37,880 rounds of rifle am- 
munition, three 
heliographs, tele- 


phones, tools and large quantities of 
foodstuffs and timber.

captured sufficient timber to construct 
railroad depots. 


No News of Jap Advance. 


St. Petersburg. Sept. 19. — The re- 


ports that General Kuroki is pushing 
on northeast of Mukden are not borne, 
out by official telegrams that have 
been received here. According to the 
latest advices the Japanese forces 
continueto increase at Bianapuzia and 
Yentai. A decisive advance in the di- 
rection of Mukden is, therefore, not 
expected 
to occur for some dajs. 


Meanwhile indications increase of the 
probability of the Japanese meeting 
with resistance.

large, and every day's delay enables 
the cornmander-in-chief to perfect his 
defenses 
A priva*? telegram from 


Mukden reports the arrival there ot 
an immense train filled with convales- 
cents returning to duty. This may be 
regarded as good evidence of a largo 
concentration of troops at Mukden. 


Mysterious Movement of Chinese. 
Mukden. Sept 19.—The armies hav- 


ing recovered from the effects of the 
rccenL fighting before Liao Vang, an 
early development of the situation 
may be expected. A mysterious move- 
ment eastward is on foot on the part 
of the bands of Chinese suitable' for 
military service. All the leading young 
Chinese —ho have aided the Russians 
are leaving Mukden.

In one chapter 
he j4»ys that the queer vegetable con- 
tinues to grow as long as grass is plen- 
tiful, but that when the^grass fails the 
"pore creetyr dyes frome lac of nour- 
ishment" He also says that the wolf 
is the only animal that will feed upon 
it 


Former Elephant*. 


The great northern elephant perished 


as a species in tbe prime of life. It 
had lived under most prosperous con- 
ditions. Its enemies were few and 
comparatively impotent. Alone among 
other contemporary animals, the saber 
toothed tiger occasionally perhaps got 
the better of an antagonist which 
must have been less sensitive to the 
flint tipped arrows of mere human as- 
sailants than Ship Surgeon Gulliver 
was to the multitudinous pricks of Lil- 
liputian missiles. 


Inexhaustible supplies of food, too, 


were furnished by the forests and 
swamps of the vast European conti- 
nent to the terrestrial leviathan, whicb 
accordingly multiplied and throve ex- 
ceedingly.

Thick hided animals with tusks and 
trunks attained a larger size, ranged 
over a wider area of tbe earth's sur- 
face and existed more numerously and 
in creater variety than ever before or 
since.—Edinburgh Review.

The 
tariff 
question is a business 


proposition that concerns every man. 
woman ond child, for it taxes the 
average home $110 a vear, or more 
than one-tenth of the average family's) 
total income. There is an average of 
one and one-eighth tenths earners in 
the average home. These contribute 
thirty days' labor each, or fifty-four 
days' labor a year to the tariff tax col- 
lectors.
